The City of Edmonton seems 
to be ahead of the provincial 
curve with gender parity in 
boardrooms. 

Last week, the Alberta Se¬ 
curities Commission proposed 
new “disclose or explain" rules 
that would require Alberta- 
based companies listed on ma¬ 
jor stock exchanges to disclose 
the number of women on their 
boards and in executive man¬ 
agement — and to disclose 
gender-parity policies that in¬ 
form their practices. 

The move was made in an 
effort to narrow the gender 
gap- 

None of the city's corpora¬ 
tions are traded publicly, but 
the city’s manager of civic 
agency governance said Ed¬ 
monton is doing well on that 
front. 

The 50 city-run boards, 
agencies and commissions, 
including Northlands and the 
Police Commission, average 
out to an even split between 
men and women. 

“The city is already being 
very conscious of diversity on 
the boards. So [the proposed 
rules) won't hurt," said Vic¬ 
toria Gunderson, alluding to 
the drive for gender parity

across the province. 

City council oversees who 
is appointed to boards by re¬ 
viewing all applicants, follow¬ 
ing an annual call to apply. 

Standing committees of 
council prepare shortlists and 
interview applicants, and then 
make recommendations to 
council as a whole. 

“Council has certainly done 
well in making sure that there 
is some diversity on their 
boards." Gunderson said, 

Rut on the corporate side, 
Edmonton is still lagging. 

Of the 39 board members 
sitting on Edmonton's four 


city-owned corporations (EP- 
CGR, Fort Edmonton Manage¬ 
ment Company, Non-Profit 
Housing Corporation and Ed¬ 
monton Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation), almost 
three quarters are men. 

At EPCGR three of nine 
board members are women 
and there are also three 
women on the nine-person 
board of Capital l J ow r er, which 
EPCOR has a small stake in. 

That still beats the provin¬ 
cial average, however. In 2015, 
women held only nine per cent 
of board positions at Alberla- 
based, I SX-Jisted companies.

Commercial vehicles are not 
following the rules as adver¬ 
tised for Edmonton roads. 

The Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice failed more than 40 per 
tent of commercial vehicles it 
inspected during a three-day 
blitz, earlier this week along 
major roadways, 

Inspectors found 502 viola¬ 


tions and issued l'1'l provincial 
statute violation tickets for 
commercial vehicle infractions 
that included overweight loads, 
faulty equipment, load dimen¬ 
sions and load securement. 

“This week's results are 
more positive than inspections 
from previous years, but we' re 
still seeing a number of issues 
with commercial trucks and 
trailers on Edmonton's road¬ 
ways/' Sgt. Glen Bangs with EI*S 
Specialized Traffic Operation 
Section said in a press release. 


“We conduct these inspec¬ 
tions to hold drivers and 
companies accountable for 
vehicle maintenance, equip¬ 
ment checks and compliance 
with regulations. Responsible 
commercial vehicle operation 
means safer streets for all 
motorists, cyclists and ped¬ 
estrians. 1 " 

The fall 2016 safety blitz 
was conducted from Tuesday 
to Thursday on vehicles trav¬ 
eling along Vellpwhead frail, 
Whitemud Drive and Anthony 


Henday Drive. Police inspected 
325 vehicles in total and de¬ 
clared 136 of them (42 per cent] 
out of service. .About one-third 
— 107 vehicles — passed the 
inspection, and S2 required 
attention.

City councillors will decide Mon¬ 
day if they’re willing to bend on 
a historic piece of Edmonton to 
create a future home for dozens 
of artists. 

At a public hearing, council¬ 
lors will be asked to rezone land 
in the Quarters to allow for the 
proposed 1 S-storey Artists Quar¬ 
ters building. 

The project is a joint initiative 
between Arts Habitat Edmonton 
and the Artist Urban Village and 
would create dozens of live-work 
spaces for creators. 


Currently, the site at 96th 
Street and IG2A Avenue houses 
the Koermann Block, a historic 
two-storey brick building erect¬ 
ed in 1912. The new structure 
would incorporate two sides of 
the building’s his toric facade. 

Linda Huffman, executive 
director of Aits Habitat Edmon¬ 
ton, said they always wanted to 
find a way to incorporate the 
historic building. 

"We have spent a number of 
years as we have been putting 
together the design looking at 
how best to treat the Koermann 
Block," she said. “We wanted to 
incorporate what we could of 
the building.” 

Huffman said there is already 
a tot of interest in the building it¬ 
self, with artists hoping to move 
in as soon as it can be built. 

She said council approval wiLl 
help them seek funding from 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments to help make the build¬ 
ing a reality.

It has developed, but remains

— one where populations on 
both sides share names, blood 
and a French mother tongue.

Ottawa, Morses Line has become 
gun in d zero for what could be the 
future of border management. 

Where there was once a bu¬ 
colic. white building welcoming 
people to Canadian soil and a 
century house next door that 
the head agent called home, now 
there is a state-of-the-ait security 
structure loaded with cameras 
and defended by a guard located 


700 kilometres away in Hamilton. 

The Remote Traveller Process¬ 
ing program has been underway 
since February but the Canada 
Border Services Agency already 
hits plans for similar operations 
at 19 other points-ofentry across 
the country if the program is 
deemed a success. 

It works much like a high-tech 
dnve-thm. Those seeking to enter 


Canada at Morses Line enter into 
a closed Enrage and park next to 
a kiosk that allows them to com¬ 
municate with a border agent, 
show their passport and even 
pity duties on alcohol, tobacco 
or other goods with the swipe 
of a credit card. 

“Are we letting our guard 
down? 4 * said CBS A spokes¬ 
woman Dominique McNeely. 
"The building was designed with 
enhanced security in mmd. There 
are additional gates, there are 
many cameras and, compar ed 
to other border crossings nearby 
there's much more technology 
here to secure the border.'” 

That includes impact-resistant 
gates, a garage door that doesn't 
open unless the border agent is 
satisfied there is no risk, and 
plenty of powerful cameras. 

"We can see small writing on 
documents and we can actually 
zoom in very close and detect any 
type of signs, ' McNeely said. “ It's 
like your classic interview at the 
border but it’s done remotely.”

Downturn forcing 
people to give up pets 


Surrender never comes easily. 

.An animal information card 
at the Calgary Humane Society 
identifies the temporary resi¬ 
dent inside as a grey-and-white 
kitten named "Marilyn" w r ho 
has been there since June 26. 

“1 am an owmer surrender," 
reads a note in a section called 
“A little about me” 

Many Calgarians, already 
dealing with layoffs, econom¬ 
ic uncertainty 
and the poten¬ 
tial loss of their 
homes, are now 
having to give 
up their best 
friends. 

The Calgary 
Humane Soci¬ 
ety says it has 
noticed a jump 
in the number of pets being 
reluctantly being turned in by 
their owners since t he econom¬ 
ic downturn started in 2015. 

There were 1.500 pets sur¬ 
rendered to the society be¬ 
tween jan. 1 and Aug. 31„ 
2014. That number ballooned 
to 1,673 in the same period 
last year and sits at 1,635 so 
far this year, but there’s also 
bee n a huge jump in the num¬ 
ber of strays being picked up.

MIGRANT CRISIS 

Ambassador 
says she knows 
‘there’s a lot of

World leaders meeting at 
the United Nations start¬ 
ing Monday will be trying 
lo make progress on two 
intractable problems at the 
lop of the global agenda — 
the biggest refugee crisis 
since World War 11 and the 
Syrian conflict now in its sixth 
year which has claimed over 
300,000 lives. 

Against a backdrop of rising 
ethnic and religious tension, 
fighting elsewhere in the Mid¬ 
east and Africa, extremist at¬ 
tacks across the world and 


a warming planet, there are 
plenty of other issues for the 
135 heads of stale and gov¬ 
ernment and more than 50 
ministers expected to attend 
to try to tackle. 

“It’s no secret there's a lot 
of fear out there," U.S. Ambas¬ 
sador Samantha Power said 
Thursday citing the uncertain¬ 
ties sparked by Britain’s vote 
to leave the European Union, 
the threat posed by Daesb, and 
attacks in many parts of the 
world by extremists, 

But Syria, where a tense 
ceasefire brokered by Mos¬ 
cow and Washington went into 
effect last Monday, remains at 
the top of the agenda. 

The spotlight during the 
week is also certain to shine 
on three leaders, who are all 
scheduled to speak at the as¬ 
sembly’s opening ministerial 


session on Juesday morning. 

UN Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon who steps down on 
Dec. 31. and U,S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama who will leave of¬ 
fice in January, will be address 
ing the 193-member world 
body for the last time. And 
British Prime Minister Theresa 
May will be making her debut 
on the world stage less than 
three months after the vole 
to leave the European Union. 

In UN corridors and at pri¬ 
vate meetings, the question of 
Ban’s successor will be a hot 
topic. Portugal's former Ihime 
Minister Antonio Guterres hits 
topped all four informal polls 
in the Security Council but he 
could be vetoed, possibly by 
Russia, and there are constant 
rumours of new candidates 
throwing their hats in the ring.

Investigation 
into blast that 
injured 29 in 
Manhattan 

The bomb that rocked a New 
York City neighbourhood known 
for its vibrant arts scene and 
large guy community contained 
residue of an explosive often 
used for target pracbce that can 
be picked up in many sporting 
goods stores, a federal law en¬ 
forcement official said Sunday, 
as authorities tried to unravel 
who planted the device and why. 

The discovery'of Tannerite in 
materials recovered from the 
Saturday night explosion that in¬ 
jured 29 people may be import¬ 
ant as authorities probe whether 
the blast was connected to an 
unexploded pressure-cooker 
device found by state troopers 
just blocks away, as well as a 
pipe bomb blast in a New Jersey' 
shore town. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo, touring 
the site of the blast in Manhat¬ 
tan's Chelsea neighbourhood, 
said there didn't appear to be 
any link to international terror¬ 


ism. He said the second device 
appeared ^similar in design" 
to the first, but did not provide 
details. 

“ VYe're going to be very care¬ 
ful and patient to get to the full 
truth here." New York’s mayor, 
Bill de Elasio said Sundav. “We

have more work to do to be able 
to say what kind of motivation 
wels behind this. Was it a pol¬ 
itical motivation?

We 
do not know that yet.” 

Cellphones were discovered 
at the site of both bombings, but 
no Tannerite residue was iden¬ 
tified in the New Jersey bomb 
remnants, in which a black 
powder was detected, said the 
official, who spoke to The As¬ 
sociated Press on condition of 
anonymity. 

Officials haven' t revealed any 


details about the makeup of the 
pressurecrxjker device, except to 
say it had wires and el cellphone 
attached to it. It was destroyed 
in a controlled explosion. 

Technicians in QuEmtico, Vir¬ 
ginia. were examining evidence 
from the Manhattan bombing, 
described by witnesses as a deaf¬ 
ening bills t that shattered store¬ 
front windows and injured by¬ 
standers with shrapnel in the

New phone app connects users 
with babysitters or caregivers

When Karen Barzllay recently 
Found no one available to care 
for her three young daughters, 
her neighbours told her about 
Bookjane, a mobile app they 
created to help Torontonians 
find caregivers on demand. 

Eookjane founder and chief 
executive, Curtis Khan, de¬ 
scribes the app as the Uber 
for babysitters and elderly 
caregivers. 

"People are ready. Uber has 
paved the way. Airbnb has 
paved the way," said Khan, a 
Former marketing executive. 
“They’re looking more and 
more to technology." 

Since launching in July, 
Ithan says Eookjane now has 
a database of 2.000 caregivers 
and 500 clients in Greater To¬ 
ronto, including individuals, 
childcare centres and hospitals.. 

Users can find a caregiver 
for their children or elderly 
parents within a few clicks 
and book for as little as one 
hour or for the day — at a rate 
of 521 an hour for a childcare 
provider and 525 an hour for 
a personal support worker for 
a senior. 

Payments are made directly 
through the app with a credit 


card, with Bookjame taking 
54.20 to 55 an hour for mak¬ 
ing the connection. 

The app lets users chat on¬ 
line with prospective hires and 
track their movements while 
on the job in real-time. 

Khan said listed caregivers 
have to pass stringent quali¬ 
fications including an exten¬ 
sive in-person interview, el po¬ 
lice check, a vulnerable sector 
check, provide references, be 
certified in GPK and First Aid, 


and either hold designations 
in early childhood education 
or personal support work. The 
approval process, on average, 
takes about two weeks. 

Book]ane also provides liabil¬ 
ity insurance of up to 55 mil¬ 
lion, and hires can be filtered 
through various parameters 
including years of experience 
and languages spoken. Users 
and caregivers are also given 
a rating following a job.

TOURISM 

Turkey hopes to weather storm 


Turkey is counting the cost of 
a lough year that saw a string 
of terrorist bombings and the 
fallout from a diplomatic spat 
with Moscow that cut deep 
into the country's crucial tour¬ 
ist trade. 

Turkey's Deputy Prime Min¬ 
ister Mehmet Simsek conceded 
the failed coup on July 15 and 
its aftermath have "weakened" 
the economy. 


Tourism, a crucial foreign- 
currency earner for a country 
in constant need of foreign 
currency to plug a yawning 
current account deficit, has 
borne the brunt of the eco¬ 
nomic fallout. 

That's mainly due to a pre¬ 
cipitous 89 per cent drop in 
Russian tourist arrivals after 
a diplomatic fallout between 
the two countries brought on 


by liirkey’s downing of a Rus¬ 
sian warplane last year. 

Russia was Turkey's second- 
largest tourist market with 4.5 
million people visiting places 
like Turkey's tourism capital 
Antalya in 2014. With many 
Russians holidaying elsewhere, 
Turkey stands to lose between 
58 and 510 billion in tourism 
revenue by the end of the year.

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Failing firms 
find few takers

It’s getting so bad in the oil- 
pntch that firms in trouble 
can’t even sell themselves. 

TD Securities recently ana¬ 
lyzed the strategic reviews of 
15 Ginadian energy firms over 
the past 18 months. Three have 
found buyers, the'TD Securities 
report said. 

Six are still searching for a 
suitor, four have slipped into 
receivership, one closed down 
after selling all of its assets and 
another dropped its strategic 
review and hired a new CEO„ 
according to the analysis re¬ 
leased last week. 

The companies, mainly jun¬ 
ior outfits, are the energy sec¬ 
tor’s unwanted. 

In theory, strategic re¬ 
views are an open invitation 
for solutions to a company’s 
poor share price that can in¬ 
clude refinancing, asset sales 
and partnerships. But success 
often means a corporate sale 
or merger. 

Calgary-based Zargon Oil & 
Gas announced its strategic 


review 13 months ago and 
despi te recent agreements to 
sell its southeast Saskatchewan 
oilfields and a smaller package 
of Alberta assets, it is still try¬ 
ing to fix its balance sheet. 

“We wanted to capture the 
best value we can for the share¬ 
holders, so we did eventually 
sell our best assets in a couple 
of transactions," said president 
and CEO Craig Hansen. "We 
had some bank debt, we got 
rid of it. but we still have de¬ 
bentures to pay and so we con¬ 
tinue on." 

There's a “gulf" between 
what buyers are walling to pay 
and what sellers are willing to 


accept, Hansen said, especially 
for assets offering marginal 
returns at today's low oil and 
gas prices. 

Bruce hdgelow, vice- 
president of strategy for lender 
ATB Financial, said the string 
of failed strategic reviews over 
the past IS months is related 
to several factors. 'They include 
falling commodity prices, mar¬ 
ket expectations by potential 
buyers and recent regulatory 
moves such as Alberta’s deci¬ 
sion to toughen minimum well 
abandonment liability cover¬ 
age levels before approving 
licence transfers.

Who is Banksy? 

for a quarter-century, that 
question has haunted the art 
world and funs of the street artist 
known for making wry political 
comment with a spray tan. His 
art has been collected by every¬ 
one from Christina Aguilera to 
Angelina Jolie to noted art gal¬ 
leries, and sells for hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 

Not unlike the Bryan Singer 
film The Usual Suspects and its 
elusive fictional character Keyser 
Sbze, trying to identify the real 
Banksy hits become serious sport 
But trying to pinpoint the man 
who hung a smiley-face Mona 
Lisa in the Louvre or set up in¬ 
flatable dolls dressed as Guant¬ 
anamo prisoners in Disneyland 
has frustrated many. 

The latest personality to be 
outed its potentially Banksy is 
trip-hop dance-band co-founder 
Robert Del Naja of Mas sive At¬ 
tack. But British journalist Craig 
Williams thinks Del Naja is ac¬ 
tually the leader of a group of 
artists who comprise Banksy 

"What if Banksy isn't the 
one person everyone thinks 
he is. What if— akin to the 
Shakespeare conspiracy theor¬ 
ies. Banksy is a group of people 
who have been stencilling dif¬ 
ferent locations both at home 
and abroad? Such a rich body of 
work done over a decade, across 
the globe, may allow for the sug¬ 
gestion." says Williams in a blog 
post that is getting traction. 

Williams compared the travels 
of Massive Attack with Birnksy art 
sightings and says the two have 
to be more than coincidental. 

That includes a stmt in Toron¬ 


to in May 2010, whe n the group 
played the Sound Academy and 
three Banksy murals suddenly 
appeared in the city. 

Of course. Del Naja is a graf¬ 
fiti artist himself and has said 
he is friends with Banksy. But 
he has denied he is the artist, 
reportedly telling a crowd at a 
concert in Bristol recently that, 
“We are all Banksy.*’ 

He also told Britain's Daily 
Mail that "Rumours of my secret 
identity are greatly exaggerated. 
... El would be a good story but, 
sadly, not true* 

StiU, it would be pretty cool if a 
pop sCu of the stature of iM Naja 
ended up bei ng the street artist 
This is not the first time that 
geographic profiling has been 
used to hopefully urunask the 
real Banksy. Scientists at Queen 
Maty University' in London also 
claim to have substantiated who 
the real Banksy is. 

Geographic profiling is used 
by police to hunt dm™ serial 
loner's. These scientists used it to 
examine where artworks appear 
and match them to a suspecL 
In this case, the suspect is Bris¬ 
tol native Robin Gunningham, 
who was already the subject of 
a Daily Mail investigation. 

The university study backs 
up the assertion by the news¬ 
paper that Gunningham, an un¬ 
assuming suburban man, is the 
real artist. The scientists used 
140 suspected works in London 
and Bristol, and looked at how 
they coincided with locations fre¬ 
quented by Gunningham. 

Another popular theory put 
forward by Gmndian media artist 
Chris Healey is that Banksy isn't 
a man but a woman who leads 
a team of seven artists 

What is assured is that you 
can rely on the fact the Internet 
will soon be obsessed with the 
next potential Banksy. 

Maybe Del Naja is right: “We 
are all Banksy" after all.
